New Youk, Jan. 
13. — Tiding* of 
storm on tho Jlew England coast and 
inland have been received from many 
points. At Birmingham, Conn., a fresh­ 
et in tile Housatonic river broke up the 
ice and swept it over meadows and un­ 
der and through bridges. 
Three hun­ 
dred feet of piling of the Derby rail­ 
road 
were 
snapped 
off like pipe­ 
stems. 
'Fhe pier of one of the rail­ 
road-bridge spans has been taken and 
tlq* iron span is toppling. 
Over 1,000 
tons of ice m ust be removed before 
travel can be resumed. 
Boat-houses 
and bam s have been floated away in 
the N augatuck valley. 
The 
Derby 
Driving Park buildings are submerged 
and battered by ice. 
The meadows are 
six feet under w ater and losses w ill be 
considerable. 
DAMAGE IN MASSACHUSETTS. 
At Fall River, Mass., gales from the 
south piled in the w aters 
and the 
w harves art* flooded. 
Large quantities 
of goods have been washed aw ay and 
the harbor is dotted thickly w ith cot­ 
ton bales, casks and dry-goods boxes. 
Large quantities of 
coal fell into 
the river from pockets whose sides 
were burst by the water. 
A large pile of lum ber was sw ept into 
the river and is floating about. Two 
schooners were blown upon A nthony’s 
wharf. 
The American P rint Company’s 
works and the M etacomet mill have 
been compelled to shut down, the fires 
having been extinguished by the in* 
coming tide. 
HEAVY GALES IS MAINE. 
Heavy gales and extrem ely high tides 
arc reported along the Maine coast. At 
Camden all the wharves were flooded 
anti the w ater reached a higher point 
than ever before known. 
At Eastport the wind, reached a veloci­ 
ty of forty-five miles 
an hour, the 
barom eter dropped lower than for m any 
years and the tide was the highest since 
1869. 
W harves 
were 
covered w ith 
w ater and damage was done in the lum ­ 
ber yards near by. 
In Machias the w ater was the highest 
ever known, and much dam age was 
done to w harf property and bridges. 
The w orst snow-storm of the season 
struck M ontreal Sunday night. Reports 
from the country say th at traffic is gen­ 
erally impeded.

T he harbor 
of Geneva is frozen over for the first 
time since 1830 and all navigation is 
stopped. 
Bb KLIN, Jan. 13.—On Saturday Em ­ 
peror W illiam drove in a sleigh over 
the River Havel to Potsdam. 
T he ice 
was thirteen inches thick, and the Em ­ 
peror upon arriving a t Potsdam ordered 
the troops of the garrison, including 
the artillery, to tu rn out and exercise 
at crossing the ice.

THE OHIO SCANDAL. 
A Report Finally Modo on tho Ballot-Box 
Forgeries. 


W ashington, Jan. 13.—The report of 
the ballot-box committee, which last 
session made an extensive investigation 
into Ohio political affairs in connection 
w ith alleged subscriptions by members 
of Congress of stock in a patent ballot- 
box, was on Monday presented to the 
House by Mr. Mason (111.), the chair­ 
man of the investigating committee of 
five. 
The main report, 
which 
is 
signed by all the m em bers of the com­ 
m ittee, finds th at the 
alleged con­ 
tract was prepared by Richard G. 
Wood, and th at all the signatures there­ 
to were forged; th a t the forgeries were 
com m itted by R. G. Wood; Frank and 
L. M ilward and F rank S. Davis were 
the forgers, 
but th at Wood w as the 
only one who had any evil intent, the 
others m erely aiding him in his accom­ 
modation, at his request; th a t Wood’s 
motive was to secure Governor Fora- 
k er’s recommendation of him self for 
appointm ent as smoke inspector of the 
city of Cincinnati. 
The report says fur­ 
ther: 
“We further find th a t J. B. F oraker and 
B a ra t H alstead aided in uttering said forgery, 
Mr. F oraker by exhibiting the paper to several 
persons and thereafter delivering it to Mr. 
Halstead, and Mr. H alstead aided In uttering 
said forgery by publishing the forged paper on 
October 4. 1889, In the C incinnati Commercial * 
O azette; but we find th a t neither of said par­ 
ties, Foraker and H alstead, in uttering said 
paper knew the sam e was a forgery. 
“ W e find th at no oue of the persons whose 
nam es appear on said alleged contract had o* 
has, either directly or indirectly, any unlawful, 
corrupt or im proper or any other connection 
with or interest in the ballot-boxes which are 
said to be the subject of said alleged contract; 
and there never was any other contract relat­ 
ing to said ballot-boxes in which either of these 
persons alone or jointly w ith others was in any 
way interested.”

“The publication of the false paper in the 
Commercial G azette showing Mr. Campbell’! 
name and suppressing all other signatures wa! 
alm ost as bad as the original fabrication of th! 
paper. It was a spoliation of evidence. Th! 
entire incident the com m ittee has been in 
•tructed to investigate is an example of polit­ 
ical m ethods deserving the condemnation of all 
parties and all good citizens." 
Mr. Mason, in a m inority report, says 
th a t he can not agree w ith the addi­ 
tional finding of his colleagues, and 
says: 
“Being deceived is the only offense of Messrs 
H alstead and Foraker. They each have mad!

Smoke bad already fi led the hell way 
and Mfb. Woodraff found ths domestic

The girl was aroused only by bard 
work. Tfcen she party felt their way to 
the front door through tho 
blinding 
smoke ana reacted the open air. They 
were dressed only in their night clothe?, 
bat tLe homo cf L . H. Becker is but a 
few steps north cf the burning house and 
after pounding on the door for some 
minutes they succeeded in awakening 
Mr. Beoker. 
After letting them in Mr. Becker hur­ 
ried to O. D . Rowe’s home which is situ­ 
ated across the street, and awakened Mr.

Until G o’clock the firemen, en­ 
cased in solid ice, fought the fire aud 
contested for every inch of ground. Then 
the light died down and the exhausted 
firemen heard the weloora-j signal of 
•'fire out." 
It was some time after, when t he hoe* 
was all taken up and the men returned 
to their horner. 
The fire police did 
heroic service. 
They were everywhere 
that anybody 
coaid go. Herry Merrill and 
T. H. 
Mount were he IdiDg a stream on the 
roof when the chimney fell from a part 
of the building ten feet above them. Beth 
men heard the crash that dislodged the 
chimney and braced themselves in the 
darkness to meet the blow. 
The masses 
of brick fell on all sides of two intrepid 
men. 
“I was streak on the hip,”, said Mr. 
Merrill this morning. "It threw 
me 
backward an i I thought for a minute I 
would go off the roof. A soaliDg ladder 
lay where I could fall across it or I thick 
I would have gone.” 
Mr. Merrill was picked up almost un­ 
conscious. aud was carried to the ground. 
Restoratives were applied, and half an 
hour later he was able to resume work 
with the fire police. 
The roof on which 
the police stood was sinking, but they 
held their position. The men of the paid 
companies had a similar experience. The 
roof was of tar, and burned beneath 
them like tinder. 
For an hour two 
heavy streams played upon the roof 
witboct making any apparent difference. 
The fire wcnld seem to be extinguished 
in one spot, but no sooner would the 
streams be turned ’n another direction 
than the llames would break up agaiD. 
Thus it was fcr over an hour, when the 
men were finally ordered to the ground. 
Firemen say that it was the worst fire 
to fight since the old Wisconsin soap 
factory was burned at the corner of Riv­ 
er and Pleasant streets. 
The burned building was situated at 
209North Jackson street, and was one 
of the finest dwelling honees in the oity. 
It was built some years ago, and was 
owned by H . S. Woodruff, who, before 
removing to Buckleton stook farm, re­ 
sided there. 
“ It was not over five minutes fiom 
the time that Mrs. Wcodiuff awakened 
me that I tried to go into the front door 
of the house,” said L . B. Becker (his 
morning. “ The smoke was coming out 
in clouds—rolling cut as it would from 
smoke etaok. 
When Mrs. 
Woodruff 
Galled me, I thought at first that our 
own house was on fire. 
It seems too 
bad that the dog burned es he probably 
saved their lives.” 
Not a thing was eaved with the excep­ 
tion of the piano. All the furniture and 
clothing was destroyed, and had it not 
been tor the dog, there would have been a 
tragic chapter to add to the story 
t 
financial loss. The poor beast that gave 
the warning could not be saved, though 
bn almost human ones were heard long 
after the department reached the Bpot, 
The fire was undoubtedly caused by a 
defective flue. 
Mrs. Woodruff was up 
quite late in the evening, and frequently 
heard a Bound as though something was 
dropping between the sheathing aud the 
plastering. She thought nothing of ii 
at the time and finally retired. In all 
probability the fire bad been gradually 
working upward toward the roof. Ear­ 
lier in the evening Nicholas Delzer, fore­ 
man cf the buck e factory, bad been up 
to the house, and fixed the heating boiler 
for the night. There was nothing wrong

Considerable tobacco has already been 
delivered and m tny leads have been 
brought in to-day. It is expected the 
week will see large quantities of the crop 
delivered. 
Warehouse men have oeased 
riding and now only durohase by sam­ 
ple . The market is not as active as dur­ 
ing the two weeks previous to the Holi­ 
days, and prices, if anything, are a shade 
lo wer, yet good tobacco finds a ready 
purchaser as the highest prices. 
“ Tobacco is not sorting out as good as 
we anticipated,” remarked one of our 
local dealers.
